{cnt them to Yalgar King of Swede, to 
rid himfclf ofthem without noiſe.

perſon, whoſe expericnce had renowned 
him in many accidents : butas the moſt 
part of the Afſembly perſiſted in urging 
the promotion of Edgar, ſo the other 
oppoſ'd the indignation of the Dares, 
who taking offence at this choice,would 
declare a new warr againlt the Realm, 


and 
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and they rendred their pretences fo 
plauſible by fair words, that the Aſſem- 
bly (too credulous) preterr'd Herald be- 
fore the lawful heir of the Crown. He 
govern'd at firſt very ſerenelv, permitted 
Ed3ar with his Mother and fiſters to ſtay 
at Loon : but that which renders the 
inconltancy of humane affairs admira- 
ble, is , thar the tame perſon who by 
faction was advanced to the Throne, 
was quickly diſpoſleſied of it in this 
manner : For having marricd a daugh- 
cer of william Duke of Normapdte, after 
a waile he repudiates her , which ſo 
highly iacenl d che Duke,that he imme- 
diately rail'd an Army, routed twenty 
thouſand Ezgliſh, and in lefle thana 
years ſpace, depriv'd Herald both of his 
Crown and life. Ah ! how true ts t , that 
the proſperity of the wicked 1s as ſoon bla- 
fled as it bloſſomes 2 and if their fortune 
hath any Iuſlre , it's never of any du- 
Yance. 

Edgar (ceing himſclt by theſe revo- 
lutions, and the domination of the 
Normazs fruſtrated of all hopes to poſ- 
ſcfle the Crown, took reſolution to re- 

curn 
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turn wich his Mother and Siſters into 
Hungarte , and accordingly imbark ed; 
bur the fury of the winds caſt them in- 
to a Port of Scotland , which ever {ince 
hath been called the Queens Ferry, in 
memory of S. Margaret. 

Malcolm King of Scotland, no ſooner 
heard that a ſtorm kad forced ſome 
ſtrangers into his Domintons , but he 


was de{irous to know who they were, 


and having notice that they were Ed- 
ward the Confeſlor's Nephews, and bc- 
ing willing to acknowledge his gratt- 
tude for the ſupplies That Monarch had 
ſent him, to fight the Enemies of his 
Kingdom , he himſelf ( attended by a 
gallant train of his Nobility ) went to 
the Haven to receive them wath the 
greater honour. Edgar knowing that 
the King was neer, went to mcet him, 
and receiv'd the moſt favourable wel- 
come that his heart could wiſh.

In effect, ſhe baniſhed all 
ſorts of impiety, detraction, riot, and all 
other diſorders that often ruine the pa- 
laces of Princes, and her own ſhe made 
a Temple of Honourand Holinefle, by 
the good order ſhe eſtabliſhed therein, 
The Domeſticks of Queens and Princes, 
are ordinarily known by their habits, 
but the ſervants of our Queen, wcre vt- 
ſibly diſcern'd by their Picty. She knew 
ſo well how to joyn {weetneſle with fc- 
vcrity, that all thoſe who had the ho- 

nour to ſerve her, bore a parttcular love 
and reſpe& to her perſon, fo that none 
durſt do any thing unhandlome 1n her 
pr-ſence, nor utter in her abſence a word 
that had the leaſt reliſh of impurity, Hes 
reproofs to her {crvants (when they had 

done any light fault ) proceeded from 

charity , and were accompanied with 

prudence , which made her expect 4 

ft time to render her admonitions more 


eftectual, 
Charges 
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Charges, and Employments , were 
not procur'd at her Court by the Fa4:- 
08 of Favorites for Reaſon (as you ſhall 
preſcntly ſec) diſpenſed her favours to 
merit ; and hcr Charity to the poor. 
So that no necefſirous perſons enterd 
her palace, that went not away ſupply- 
ed by her bounty. 

Her firſt care was taken up, to make 
choice of a Virtuous, prudent, and ex- 
perienced Drreor, to be the Depolito- 
ry of all her thougits, to whom ſhe 
might freely diſcharge what concern'd 
her Conſcience : And to make this 
choice well, which is a matter of high 
importance, wherein many arc miſta- 
ken, judging of the world by appearan- 
ces, ſhe had her recourſe to (God, by 
whom ſhe was inſpired to take one 
Turgot Prior of Durham, a Perſonage of 
exemplary Virtue , known prudence, 
and eminent Learning, of a ready wir 
to clear intrigues, and of a ſound judg- 
ment free from all byafſed opinions. 

This Perſon ſhe made Biſhop of S. Au- 
arewes , and Metropolitan of the whole 
K:ngdome , whom ſhe honourcd all 
Ncr 
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The Idza of perfe& Ladtes. 
her lite time, as the Vicar of Feſus 
Chriſt, and the vitible Angel that con- 
ducted her Soul. She conceal'd nothing 
from him, that might enable hinz to aſ- 
6ſt her. His words ſhe received as O- 
racles, and diſcovered to him her incli- 
nation<,habirgand gencrally, her whole 
interiour, In a word, ſhe undertook no- 
thing ( relating ro her peninces and 


/ good works) without his adyice and 
1 conſent. 1 confeſs, that God hiniſelf ſome- 
' times condufs Soules, but laying afide theſe 


extraordinary favours and particular caſes, 
conſidering how we are expoſed to the aſ- 
faults of our paſſion, our own judgment, and 
of our Enemy, that never loſeth fght of us, 
we ſtand in much need of a faithful friend, a 
goad guide, a wiſe, irtuous, and charitable 
direfor, to the end we may advance, with 
more aſſurance, inthe way of Virtue, and 
artue to perfetion, Therefore we ought to 
rejet thoſe that are vain-glorious , whoſe 
arrefton confiſts only in high diſcourſes, and 
ſuch as are intereſſed perſons, either by too 
much fear, or tove to ns, for douttleſs they 
will be too much indulgent to our defefs. 
After we have choſen one, who has all, the 
C quali ties 
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qualities requiſite, to conduF us well, we 
ought to diſcover to him, all the wounds o 
our Soul, the foulds of our heart, our habits, 
weakneſſes, inclinations, troutles, reſolutt- 
ons, good works, mortifications, Virtues, 1 
a word all that paſſeth within us, to the end 
he may ſhew us the way wherein we ſhould 
walk, approve what's good, and rejet what 
may be amiſs. 

Our virtuous Princeſs not being ig- 
norant, that it's neceſlary for all per- 
ſons, to know the faults they commit, 
but chiefly for thoſe of eminent quali- 
ty, whoſe example has much power 0- 
ver the Spirits of Men, both for good 
and evil; deſired her Confeſlour to 
come Often to Court, that Ee might ob- 
ſcrve her defedts, and fairhfully advcr- 
tiſe her of them, not cruſting her ſelf in 
the matters of her Salvation, ( although 
ſhe her ſelf diligently examined ter own 
actions) ſuſpeCting the artifices of ſclf 
love, which often deceives the moſt cir- 
cumſpeR. | 

Though Turget knew by experience, 
that the ſecret of governing Souls, as it 
& the moſt noble of all I 
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The Idea of perfe& Ladies. 
ſo ir is the moſt difficult ; and char one 
mult have teccived great illuminacions 
ro know the charactcrs of {pirits, to 
diſcern their capacity, abilirics, and dif- 
ferent allurements, yer perceiving the 
Queens 2ood inclinations to virtue, he 
bezan ſeriouſly to ſtudy ir, The Quecn 
who deſired ro lcad a life, not only 
blamelcſs bc fore God, bur alſo exem- 
plary before men, carricd her ſelf in 
all maitcrs with ſuch circumſpeCtion, 
thar her director ( though all Eyc, and a 
narrow prycr into her actions ) could 
find almoſt nothing rcprovecavle in her 
with any kind of probavility. Burt as it's 
a peculiar quality of a render conſcience 
to acknowledge dctoAs, where there 
are none, ſo ſhe ſuſpected even her beſt 
actions, For this cauſe knowinz rhat of 
{o many pctſons that are abouc Princes, 
rhcre is none, who can give a fairhfuller 
ecſtimony, rhan their Domciticks, ( be- 
cauſeEnemics are paflionare and Lyars,” 
and Friends flacterers ) ſhe Jeſtres her 
Confeflour to come often ro Court, 
that he may ftudy her humour, an41 be 
informed of her ſervants, wao knew 
G 2 nrore 
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more of her inclinations than others, 
and could better obſcrve the motions 
of her heart, She often gave him gentle 
reproots, for that he ſecm'd not care- 
full enough of her Salvation, and many 
times told him, thar he being over- 
come by a cruel pitty, or dazeF | by the 
Inftre of her condition, he durſt nor tell 
her of her faules, O how unhappy, aJ- 
dcd ſhe, is the condition of Princes,Fnee 
truth finds no acceſſe in rhcir Palaces, 
and literty of ſpeech is only to be found 
m Hiſtories, cr in the houſes of mcan 
perſons, to whom the truth 1s frankly 
rold ! For indeed the gout ſearcheth the 
houfes of rich men, and fattery the Courts 
of Princes, their ears are fill'd with per- 

fund words, and falſe prayſes, and if there 
Ze any occaſion of telling a truth, the gill 
muſt te gilded, thelance hid, the remedy 
diſguiſed, and the innocent medicine that 
z5 gruen for therr health, muſt by all means 
be concealed. Nay in this corrupt age where- 

4 we live, We muſt uſe all poſſible carcum- 

ſpeRron when we would reprove the defefts 

( 20t of a Prince, but) of a petty officer of 

Tuſttce, or Warre, becaufe he takes good ad-

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vice, for a contempt, and ſound counſel, 


' for an attempt agarnſt his Authority, and if 


brotherly corretton be gruen him, though 
never ſo much ſweetned, he looks upon it as 
an 1njury done him. 

Sincere love is alwaycs Vtgorous, it 
meaſurcs it's force by it's wiſhes, and 
thinks jt can do all it defires, dithculties 
caſt inthe way do neithcr ſtartle, nor 
ſtop it, 1t will undcrzo any Jabour ro 
overcome them : So the love that in- 
tcrreſled our holy Princels, in all things 
that concern'd the {crvice of God, en- 
oazcd her ina de{ign as glorious, as dif- 
ficult, and which perſons of greateſt 
courage, and eminency in virtue, durſt 
hardly have attcmpted : which was to 
reclame her pcople from errours , 
whereinthey were plunged, and to ſet- 
tle them in ſolid piety. She defir'd 
therefore her Confeilour to ſhew her 
the diſorders, that by reaſon of the long 
warres, had crept into the Kingdome, 


aſſuring him that ſhe was teſolved to 


redreſs them. The good Prelat raviſhed 
with the Queens holy intentions, told 
her freely, that quarrels, feuds, and 

C 3 murder, 
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murder, raged among the Nobles, ra- 
pinc amongſt rhe Commons, and 11- 
continency in both:that many C! urches 
were gone to ruine,by the careleſneſs of 
the Clergy, that the precepts for ob- 
ſerving the inſtitution of Zert, and of 
Eafter Communion, were violated. Thar 
there is great want cf Prelats, and Cu- 
ra:5,and that many of thoſe that are, 
have neither virtue, nor learning, nor 
other qualitics neceſſary for the faith- 
full diſcharge ct their calling. Beho/d 
Sarred Queen, {aid the holy Prelat, the 
true {tate of your Kingdome, and the fair 
field, that God has offered you, wheretn you 
may reap a plentiful harvest. 

All theſe diſorders, did not ſtartle 
this generous Queen, but on the con- 
trarv, the couragiouſly undcrrook the 
affair, and employ'd her ſclf therein 
with ſo much vizour; thar ſhe ſaid to 
hcr Confeſſour, Father, I well know, that 
th1s enterpriſe, though it be difficult, yet it's 
ot rmpoſſitle, and therefore, Ihope God will 
provide the meanes to refltfie all theſe ir- 
regularities, and that you will imploy your 
wtmoſt endeavour to make my deſignes ſuc- 


ceed bapptly, | This 
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' This wiſePrelar perſwaded her above 

all things to infinuat her ſelf into her 
husbands ſpirit, and to bring him toa 
juſt revenge of the injuries done to 
God, to intereſt him in all thac con- 
cernes h's honour, to inſtill into him a 
horrour for the contempr of vircue, ro 
engage him to love only whar's lovely, 
and hate only whar's odious; 1n a word, 
to declare warre againſt the wicked, 
and take the good under his protetion, 
ro the end that being quickned by the 
ſame mind, and the ſame will, they may 
more eaſily compaſs their no leſs illu- 
ſtrious than lard deſign, 

The Queen rcliſhing this adviſe, lay'd 
before the King good examples, and 
employ'd ſuch other innocent artifices, 
as her piety could ſuggeſt, ro bring him 
to the exerciſe of all good works. She 
knew ſo well how to gain him, and 
render her ſelf ſo complacent to him, 
that beſides other ſigns of his approba- 
tion , he would often kiſs the book 
wherein ſhe read her prayers, In con- 
cluſion, ſhe mannaged his ſpirir,with all 
the ſweetneſs,that her lovely & wholly 

C 4 Angelical 
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Angelica! nature was capable of, and 
witiia ſtrong and cohquering eloquence 
repreſented before him, the cxact and 
rigorous inquiſition that God will make 
againſt Kings , whoſe bad cxamples 
and connivence at the vices of their ſub- 
je&s, do corrupt the people, which of 
themſelves arc but too m1 &þ bent to e- 
vil. In fine, ſhe freely cold im, that if 
this Supreme Soveraign ſhall find crimes 
in Monarchs, their Crownes will not be a 
uckler ſtrong enough againſt hisThun- 
ders, that all theit orandeur will ſcrve 
them to no other pnrpoſe, than to make 
them ſuffer a more exemplary punith- 
ment, and to feel more ſeverely the ri- 
Four of their ſufferings. Theſe. ſweet 
and ſtrong Remonſtrances, made ſuch 
impreſſions in the Kings foul, that 
thenceforth he began to look upon her 
as the ſtarre which divine providence 
made uie of to ſend down its good in- 
Ts by, and to practiſe with her 
all good works even to emulation. 
Agatha the Queens Mother, and 
Chri#1an her Siſter, were ſo powerfully 
couched with the Kings happy change,

© ſlvesro a Monaſtery : where they ſeal'd 
7 their good life, with a holy death. 
1] Theſe lin{rious Princeſſes triumphed over, 


the wo-'ld,, and generouſly broke thoſe bonds, 


whrich bold mazy milliops of poor Soules, as 


it were ſhameleſly 1ntazgled in Cobwets, 
'the Qucen who was wonderfully 
dextcrous, and knewwell, both how dit- 
ficult ic was to keep her conqueſts if 
ſhe endeavour'd not to make new ac- 
quiſts, and how cauly men relent in 
Run's good purpoſes, made her addreſs 
to the King, in hs firſt fervours, and ler 
him know, that in his Kingdome vice 
was in eſteem, and the ſervice of God 
in contempt ; particularly ſetting before 
bis eyes, the abuſes that were crept in, 
and conjuring him to a givea ſpeedy 
remedy to them, to reform jultice, ro 
cur off the dclayes and wranglings that 
rerdred ſv-us arLaw endlefle; to puniſh 
the manifeſt corruptions of the Courts 
of juiticez to order a diſpatch of the- 
affairs of ri:c poor above all others ; to 
repreſle the inſolency of the ge 
Wio 
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whoruined the people and pillaged the 
Countrey ; to make his Subjes enjoy 
plenty, pcace, and liberty ; to appeaſe 
quarrels, to baniſh incontinency ; to 
make choice of Pricſts eminent in 
learning and virtue, to preach the my- 
ſteries of our faith, and adminiſter the 
holy Sacraments,afſuring him, that ſuch 
2 Noble and Ftolv Government would 
be a loadſtone to drawto him both the 
favours of heaven, and the love and 
bleſſing of his Subjects.

Whilſt Turg:t uſed his beſt endca- 
vours to execute theſe orders of the 
Queen, ſhe ſtudied ſeriouſly how to re- 
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dreſſe one diforder, that had crept in 
le had been 


aay atter the firſt Sunday of Lent, and 
alleged for their warrant, that the 
Chutch commanded them ro faſt only 
{1x weeks. VVhercupon the Queen, 


| who hada ready wir, anſwered them, 
| that ſince it was never the practice of 


the Church to faſt on Suzdayes, there 
remained only thirty {ix dayes, and con- 
ſcquently ro ſupply thoſe dayes thar 
were defaulked from the forty dayes 
fa\t, inſtiruted in remembrance of thar 
which was kept by our blefled Sawrour 
in the deſert, It was neceſſary to an- 
ticipate four dayes of the foregoing 
week; 

Having by this ſhort anſwer farisfyed 
their objection, her next care was to 
reſtore the cuſtom of Eaſter Communion, 
which was negleCted by many, and that 
they might reveive it with devotion, ſhe 
minded them of their obligation to 
communicate, without which the Feaſt 
ofEaſter could not be rightly celebrated.

S. Margaret knowing very well, that 
the good education of Children, has 
influence upon the whole courſe of 
their life ; and that every one proves, 
what he learn'd to be in his tender 
yeares, would needs take the pains, 
and have the contentment, to give unto 
her own Children the firſt tincture of 
Virtue. A matter ſo uſefull, that it cannot 
be too often 1xſiſted on. I ſay once more, The 
manner that's uſed in educating of children 
is of great 1mportance : for it's as eaſy, ſayes 
a Modern Author, to graft good fruit into 
awld Apple tree,as to engraft wild Peares 
77 a Bon Chreſtien. The tree 1s the na- 
ture, education the graft. Though a child 
had the ziature of an Angel, yet if he be 
erought up in licentiouſneſs, he will acquire

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in time, the manners of a Devil, And 
though he were as ill natur'd, as anySavazes 
yet thoſe who breed him may implant in his 
Soul the inclinations of a Saint, Therefore 
parents ought above all things to obſerve - 
therr Childrens wature ;, to conſider whether 
it leads them,what they love , what they fear, 
what's indifferent to them, and from thence 
to take the meaſure of their conduFt,

VVhilſt ſhe was buſied in procuring 
the Salvation of her Children, ſhe for- 
got not her own. If I would ſer my ſelf, 
to diſcover all her virtues, men mighr 
think that I added ſomegthey are fo ma- 
ny ; bur if I ſhould omit any,to gain my 
ſelf more belief, my diſcretion would 
injure her mcrit. She applicd her ſelf 
above all things, to rhe cxcrciſe of hu- 
mility, which is the beſt diſpoſition ro 
render one capable to receive all graces 
from Heaven; in cfte&;, the lower this 
virtue deprefſes the ſoul, the higher 
God is plcaſcd to raiſe ir. As her dig- 
nity rais'd her above her Subjcas, fo 
ſhe deſcended below them, by the hu- 
mility of her thoughts. For ſhe pcrfor- 
med the mecaneſt offices to the poor, ſhe 
waſh'd every day the feet of fix of the 
pooreſt, dricd and kiſs'd them. She kepr 
nine Orphans and upon her knees fed 
them out of her own hands, Her fer- 
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vour and zeal carried her ſo far to un- 
dertake the cauſes of the poor, thar 
ſome few dayes before her death, ſhe 
recommended that. a&t of humility ro 
her Children. Though her underſtan- 
ding was ſufficient to unfold moſt in- 
tricate matters, and though the moſt 
difficult affairs gave way to the induſtry 
ſhe uſed ro compals them ; yer her hu: 
mility never permitted her to under- 
rake any thing without the counſel of 
her Ghoſtly Father, 

Fire is the habitation of flames, the 
Aire of fouls, and water the Elemenr 
of fiſhes ; bur Piety was the Elemenr 
of this great Princeſs. She employed 
more time in her prayers, than ella 


that are conſecrated to God uſually do, 


She had recourſe to prayer in all her 
actions, and exigences, She began, con- 
tinued, and perfited nothing of import- 
nance,withour praycr. She made choice 
of fittimes, and places, that ſhe mighe 
pray with more leaſure, and leſs di- 
ſtraQtions. Before prayer baniſh all pro- 
fane thoughts ; but if they ſhould come back 


znto thy mind to croſſe thy attention, pro-

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wide 1 you do not entertain but neglett them, 
Jour prayer ſhall not be the worſe. 

As ſhe was not ignorant, bur that it 
was 1 kind of vilible raſhnefle to prc- 
rend to prayer, without the exerciſe of 
mortifcation, and that thgſe wwo fifters 
alwaycs go hand in hand together, & at 
te fame pace , ina word,the molt pre- 
judicate perſon may know, if people be 
audicied ro prayer, by obſerving whe- 
ther raey are, given to mortification, 
She in all things pradtis'd this virtue, 
whic!: frights {o many of the VVorld. 
She had a holy hatred to her ſclf, and 
cizaſtis'd her rody,with frequent watch- 
ings, which ſhe ſeldom interrupted, bur 
with ſhort fleepz. About midnight ſhe 
wcnt to the Church, where ſhe ſaid the 
Office of th: moſt holy Trinity, of the 
Croſs, of the bleſſed Virgin, and of the 


dead, and then began the Pſaltery. Ha- 
'ving ſpent a great part of the might in

praycr ſhe return'd to her chamber, 


from whence aficr a lirtle repoſe, ſhe 
went a7ain to the Church very early 
1n the morning to continue her Canoni- 


cal hours; ſhe afliſted every day ar ſo-

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lſemnMaſſe,and heard five or fix others, 
in ſo decent a poſture, and with fo de- 
vour a countenance, that ſhe never uts 
ter'd {o much as one word. All the time 
of thole ſacred Myſteries, ſhe never 
rurn'd her eyes ( which were often ſeen 
bathed in teares ) from the holy Altar 
where the fon of God is offcred up to 
his Father in an unbloody Sacrifice. 
She added to her prayers the two 
wings of faſting, and almes, thac they 
might more caſily aſcend into Heaven, 
She exactly obſerv'd the faſts of the 
Church, and as ſhe had a peculiar de- 
votion tothe feaſt of Chriſtmaſs, {o ſhe 
prepared her {elf by a rigorous faſt of 
forty dayes that ſhe might the better 
celebrate it, And though ſhe was trou- 
bled with great paines in her ſtomack, 
yet it was 1impoſlible to bring ker from 
that cuſtome. She never went to cat 
for pleaſure, and made it appear by her 
ſobricty, how much they are to blame 
who furniſh Tables with ſo many fu- 
perfluities,and all for a ſtomach of toar- 
fingers breadth, which in neccſhty is {a- 
tisfied with a little bread, and water.

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Her charity to the poor was as the 
Sea, that could never be exhauſted. She 
uſcd her utmoſt endeavours, to lay afide 
her Jewells, and other ornaments, and 
torctrench the expence of her Table 
and cloathcs, which ſhe employed, tO 
relieve their neceſſities. 1's a meer be- 
traying of the Chriſtian profeſſion, to ga ſa 
gorgeous, whilſt the poor ſuſſer, for the ex- 
celte we commut 17 our habits, and feaſts. 

She had a cuſtome to treat three 
hundrcd poor pcrſons ina Hall of her 
Palace, the doores. being ſhur. The 
Kingand Queen ſcrved them on cither 
fide the Tavle, and brought them the 
victuals tracy hal provided. She had 
alwayes a rcſcrve of monev, to difſtri- 
bute amoagſt them, but with the ſame 


tenderncſs, as if the had been to put her 


almes jnto the hands of Jeſus Chrilt. 

Bleſſed is he who logkes upon the face of the 
poor, aud miſerable, who conſiders their 
need, to relieve it; who ſearcheth with the 
eye of faith, the San of Gud in their perſons, 
who zelieves zot what he ſees, that he may 
believe what he ſees not ;, in a word, who

Stotland as priſoners of war, ſhe payed 
their ranfome, and ſetting them ar li- 
berty ſcnt them to their Country: The 
Townes and Provinces. of her King- 
dome, could not conceal any needy per- 
ſon, from her charity : for ſhe ſent ſe- 
cretly to them to know if they had any 
poor, and particularly perſons of con- 
dition, whoſe mouth ſhame common- 
, ſo that it hinders them from 
diſcovering their miſeries;or if they had

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any, that groan'd under oppreſſion. 
Theſe charitable Emiſſarics had no; 
ſooner diſcharged their duty, bur ſhe! 
relicyed the one, from their neceſlitics," 
and the others from ſlavery.

She appear'd four dayes before her 
death, {adder than uſual, and told choſe 
that were by, that there had happened.

Theevent proved, that 
the Queens words proceeded nor from 
a fir of ravcrie ; for two dayes after ſhe 
ſpoke them, newes came that her huſ- 
band, and her cldeſt Son, were kill'd 
at the Caſtle of Arwick by the treache- 
ry of the Governour. 

The violence of her ſickneſs relen- 
ted alittle the laſt day of her life, 'and 
allowed ker ſo much ſtrength as to go 
to the Chapel, where ſhe made a Ge- 
neral confeſſion of her whole life, heard 
Maſs, and received the moſt holy Sa- 
crament, as her laſt viatick. In the in- 
terim her Son Exgar came from the

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Camp, and as he difſembled the deat M 
of his Father, and Brother,ſhe conjure th 
him, to tell her the full rruth. He ha bs 
no ſooner given her an account of alſ,, 
that paſt, but ſhe ſaid, 7 thank thee O ml 5

the earth, and that Princeſſes who ſeri- 
ouſly addi& themſelves ro devotion, 
are not like rhe Planets, which diffuſe 
their influences, with more adivity, and 
force, in their own houſes.
